It is a wonder to me, how your city has 
managed to grow large enough to get the 
title of “the New York of Georgia,” (mi- 
nus of course the crime) and to attain suf- 
ficient importance to excite the envy of all 
the other cities of the State, without the 
aid of these important means of expansion, 
which have become almost as mugh a ne- 
cessity in a city as hotels. 5 

Horse cars have taken the place of the 
old omnibus system in cities just as natu- 
rally as cars propelled by steam have that 
of stage coaches in the country. They are 
in fact the same thing on a smaller scale. 
and a city suffers proportionately from the 
lack of street railroads in it as it does from 
the lack of steam transit to it. 

The reason of this is obvious enough 
The peculiar mission of Railroads is to di- 
minish distance, and to bring, so te speak 
a very large territory into a small compass 
by lessening the time and the expense of 
transit irom one point to another. Thus 
Chattanooga by the construction of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad was, for all 
practical purposes, brought as near to At- 
lanta as Acworth wa: before any railroad 
was builtin that direction, So the con- 
struction of the other railroads terminating 
at Atlanta, brought within the scope of its 
commerce additisnal territory, and made 
it tributary to it, giving to Atlanta a trade 
that, without these roads, would have 
sought nearer markets, or have been de- 
terred by the distance, and the consequent 
expense of transportation from seeking a 
market at all. 

The reeult then of building these roads 
has been, not only to builu up and increase 
the commercial importance of cities at 
their termini, but to enhance the produc- 
tive value of the entire region through 
which they pass, thereby increasing both 
the population and the material wealth of 
all the territory. traversed bp them. 


In like manner the introduction of street 
railroads into a city, by furnishing a cheap 
and convenient mode of transit, brings the 
suburbs nearer to the center and renders 
property available as residences for busi- 
ness men that had hitherto been rejected 
by them on account of the inconvenience 
and expense incident to a residence so re- 
mote from their place of business. The 
consequence is an immediate increase in 
the value of the suburban property. Nor 
is this increase followed by a eorrespond- 
ing depreciation in the value of property 
in thecenter. This might be true if the 
purchase of property thus made eligible 
was-confined to residents of the city; but 
it always happens that such an opportunity 
to purchase city property at comparatively 
low rates is made the occasion of purchase 
by non-residents, who are thus induced to 
become residents of the city; and the ex- 
perience of all cities is that the value of 
business and central property appreciates 
whenever any considerable accession is 
made to the population. But the advan-
